THE CERNERAL ORDERED TO RE- 
PORT IN WASHINGTON. 


The Excitement at San Carlos Ageney on the Arrival 
of the Caprured Chirfeshuas at that Place— 
pearfal Iodiene and Their Pledges of 
Peece-Sutiers in Favor of War. 


wasnrveton, June 25.—General Crook has 
heen ordered t> proceed to Washington to con- 
enlt as to the final disposition to be made of 
the captured Apaches. A dispatch from San 
Carlos, dated yesterday, says there was great 
excitement at the agency when Captain Craw- 
ford commanding the four companies of 
eavairy, and with 250 Indian scouts, came to 
the reservation. Lieutenant Davis met them 
two miles from the post. After congratula- 
tions and inquiries as to the Chiricahuas the 
party came on to theagency. Chief Pocoand 

‘s family headed the hostiles. Loca, Nana 
and Benito were met by Indians acquainted 
gith him. Nana said he was too old for fur- 
ther operations, and was glad he had arrived 
atasafe place. Loco said he was anxious to 

et settied once more. Benito has no friends 
but seems glad to be under the protection of 
General Crook. The exact number of arrivals 
isnet yet known. The officers of the com- 
mand think the Chiricahuas will be peaceful. 
Chief Geremimo, in bis first talk with Gen- 
eral Crook, after the capture, said he would 
ike tobaveafarm. Rumors had reached the 
Indians, that in case of capture they would 
he placed in irons and killed, hence they say 
{heir delay in coming in. While the Indians 
generally do not mistrust General 
(rook, these rumors have a bad effect on his 
jlans. There are people willing to see the 
cctilen on the war path, as then the military 
would be brought into the territory, and 
thereby making business better. As an evi- 
dence of what General Crook has to contend 
with, it is stated that six miles from Wilcox 
several persons approached the hostiles with 
the intention of selling ammunition to them. 

, AGENT WILCOX IN TROUBLE. 

The following dispatch was received at the 
department the interior to-day, from 
Agent Wilcok, dated Wilcox, Arizona Ter- 
ritory, saying: ‘“‘The renegade Indians were 


forced on the reservation yesterday. Shall 
arrive at San\Carlos Tuesday.”’ Secretary 
Lincoln thinks Agent Wilcox must be in 


error, as he had given positive orders to Gen- 
eral Crook to keep the renegades apart from 
the other Indians. He added that he would 
reiterate the orders to General Crook. As 
Wilcox is distant nearly one hundred miles 
from San Carlos, it is believed at the Indian 
office that the agent has been misinformed, 
notwithstanding the press dispatches’ last 
night announced the arrival at San Carlos of 
Captain Crawford and these Jndians.

THE ASSISTED IMMIGRANTS. 


The Ancheria Prevented frem Landing Her Passen- 
gers Until fhey are Inspected. 

New York, June 25—The immigration 
commission held a special meeting to-day to 
consider what measures they should take to 

revent pauper immigration from Great 
3ritain. This action is called for, in view olf 
the large arrivals of pauper immigrants yes- 
terday by the steamers ‘Spain’? and ‘fur- 
nesia.’?’ Commissioner Stephenson said that 
he had procured affidavits from several immi- 
grants showing that they had been inmates of 
several poor houses in Ireland, and that they 
had been induced to come to this country by 
the workhouse masters, from whom they had 
received their passage tickets and small sums 
of money. After some discussion of the su- 
ject it was resolved to instruct the secretary 
of the board to detain allimmigrants who are 
proved to be sent here by funds furnished by 
the British government, and to appoint a com- 
mittee of the board to wait on the collactor of 
the port and present the affidavits taken in 
regard to such cases, and esk that the steam- 
ship companies which brought such immi- 
grants here be compelled to return them to 
the port from whence they came at their own 
expense. While the meeting was in progress 
the steamer Anchoria arrived, with a number 
of immigrants whose passage had been paid 
by the British government. It was resolved 
not to allow the Anchoria’s passengers to land 
until the inspectors had made a thorough in- 
vestigation. 

An investigation into the eircumstances of 
the assisted Irish immigrants, who arrived 
yesterday, shows that there were 60 families 
comprising four hundred and five persons, 
all in indigent circumstances, and possessing 
on an average not more than-two doliars and 
a helfeach adult person. Of these, 400 still 
remain in Cassie Garden, rhany of them aged

THE SUBURBS OF ST. LOUIS UND&R 
WATER. 


The Overfiowing of the Mississippi and the Missouri— 
Breaking Through the Country, and Sweeping 
Away the Obstructive Raliway Bmbanvk-~ 
ments— W heat Fields Was-ed away. 


Str. Louis, June 25.—The river is still rising 
at this point, but moreslowly than heretofore. 
The exact measurement cannot be given at 
this writing, the official report not having 
been made yet. The flooded district in the 
northern part of the city presents about 
same appearance as for several days past. 
the lumber district large gangs of men are 
still working on the. levees and 
dykes, which protect different 
yards, and so far none of them have been 


will inundate all of them, and seventy mil- 
lion feet of lumber will be surrounded by 
from two to eight feet of water. Should this 


dreaded event occur it is expected that fully 
one-half of this lumber will upset, in which 
case a great quantity of it ne doubt would be 
floated away and lost. In East St. Louis 
proper, the situation is about unchanged. 
the Bourman dyke still protects the business 
section, but outside there is a watery waste. 

A FEARFUL CREVASSE, 


Early to-day the water, which broke 
through Madison dyke yesterday, reached a 
point just above Venice, and madea fearful 
crevasse in the Chicago and Alton 
embankment. About six hundred 
feet of the track sank and disappeared in an 
instant, anc the gap has widened ever since. 
Parallel with this embankmentrun the In- 
dianapolis and St. Louis and Wabash tracks, 
which also went down after the Coicago and 
Alton, and thus cut off all direct rail con- 
yection with the north. The breaks gave the 
water an easy exit east, and all day a rapid 
current has passed out toward the bluff. 

THE WATER SPREADING. 

The water is now spreading over all the 
bottom land north of the old Ohio and Missis- 
sippi embankment, which crosses between 
east St. Louis and Caseyville. Probably no 
attempt will be made to repair the embank- 
ments until the water recedes. Meantime 
the Chicago and Alton, the Burlington and 
Quincy and the Indianapolis and St. Louis 
roads will convey passengers to and from 
St. Louis and Alton ie steamers, and trains 
far north and east will be made up at Alton. 
The break in the Chicago and Alton track 
has flooded nearly all the eastern part of Ven 
ice, forced many families to vacate their 
houses and seek safety on higher ground. The 
loss to crops alone is over $200,000. At East 
Carondelet the situation is deplorable, Three- 
fourths of the families are quartered in three 
school houses and the few residences on high 
ground. Most of them are destitute. From 
that point to the bluffs, four miles, and south- 
ward ten miles, the country is submerged 
and desolate. All the wheat and potatoes are 
ruined and farmers have lost almost their all. 

Advices from different points on the Mis- 
souri river state that nearly all the bottom 
lands along the river are inundated, and that 
hundieds of thousands of dollars worth of 
crops have been totally destroyed, and thous 
ands of acres of splendid farms laid waste. 
Reports of the same kind come from places 
on the Mississippi river, between here and 
Cairo, The riyer rose three inches here yes- 
terday. | 

Axton, Til, June 25.—The magnitude of 
the disaster from the floods below this city is 
just beginning to be disclosed. Thousands of 
families between Lowtjisiana and Crafton are 
homeless, and fleeing before the floods. Stock 
to the number of 6,000 head have already been 
drowned in American bottom. Telegraph 
communication is seriously interrupted. The 
Suy Carte bottoms are ruined for this year. 

THE RIVER STILL RISING, ® 

Kansas City, June 25.—The river at 7 p.m., 
marked twenty-three feet four inches on the 
signal service gauge, and was rising steadily. 
It has risen six inches since last midnight.

THE WORLD ABROAD. 


MIXED POLITICS AND PERVERSE- 
NESS IN IRBLAND., 


Chelera in Vamietta—The Condition of the Queen— 
Jacobiri’s Regret—France and Chine—O’ Don- 
neli’s Fears—PForty-Seven P-+rsons Lost

Durr, June 25.—Another man has been 
arrested on a charge of complicity in the mur- 
der of Justice Young, who was shot five years 
ago. The man’s name is Bernard Mac W. 
Hughes, Alderman William H. Eager has 
been elected lord mayor of Dublin. A terri 
ble affray occurred at the Curragh last eve- 
ning, between a party of county Mayo mili- 
tia and some English soldiers. Five of the 
participants were killed. Later intelligence 
shows that the affray at the Curragh was be- 


tween the north Mayo and Dub- 
lin military, and not between the 
militia and the British troops. 


It originated in a gambling dispute during 
which the Mayo men called the Dublin men, 
‘“Carey’s’”’ and ‘‘Invincibles.”” The fight 
lasted over an hour. Eash side using stones 


and firearms freely. The conflict was only 
quelled by the officers threatening to fire 
upon the combatants. Oneof themen killed 
wes a sergeant.

ANOTHER THEATER HORROR. 

Lon pon, June 25.—In the town of Dervi,on 
the sh ore of lake Como, while a performance 
was in progress at a puppet theater, the 
structure took fire and was entirely destroyed. 
Forty seven persons lost their lives,and twelve 
others were injured. 

The show was held in a large hall over a 
tavern. There were 90 persons in the hall. 
A Bengal light was used to represent fire, and 
sparks from this set fire.to a quantity of 
Straw, and fire wood stored in an adjacent 
room. On perceiving the flames 
the showman shouted  ‘“‘fire”’ but 
the spectators thought the cry was merely a 
realisiic detail of the show and remained 
seated. Cries of ‘‘fire’’ were soon raised out- 
side the hall. The audience, thipking an 
affray had arisen in the street, barred with 
a heavy table the door leading from the hall. 
They did not discover their mistake until 
the flames burstinto theroom. After the 
fire was extinguished 47 charred corpses were 
found near the table, including the bodies 
of the showman and his wi fe. 

THE QUEEN'S HEALTH. 

Lonpon, June 25.~—The condition of the 
queen has greatly improved. Her majesty 
was able to walk from the train to her car- 
riage on her arrival at Windsor from Bal- 
moral. The queen has invited the painter, 
Anglie to come to England, and take a life 
sized portrait of her, which she will present 
tothe Emperor William on the 25th anni- 
versary of his assumption of the regency of 
Prussia. 

A FORMAL PROTEST. 

Bertin, June 25.—A note from Cardinal 
Jacobini, papal seeretary of state, expressing 
regret that Prussia had preferred legislation 
to negotiation on church question, was hand- 
ed to Herr Von Schloezer, Prussian represent- 
ative at the vatican on Friday last. ‘The pro 
test is merely a formal one. Prussia has re- 
plied in a friendly spirit. ,

a vote of 224 to 107. 

CHOLERA IN DAMIETTA. 

DAMIETTA, June 25 —Quarantine has been 
established here owing to the discovery of 
feveral cases of a disease supposed to be chol’ 
era. Nineteen deaths were reported to-day, 
eleven of which it is believed, were caused 
by cholera. 

ALEXANDER, June 25.—The medical chief 
at Damietta reports the epidemic which has 
broken out, there, is a fever of virulent type, 
and not cholera. On the other hand the sani- 
tary commissioL pronounces the epidemic to 
be cholera and the number of cases is increas- 
ing. 

A RUSSIAN FIRE. 

Lonpon, June 25.--A dispatch from St. Pe- 
tersburg says a number of warehouses, used 
for storing herring and cotton, on the island 
of Gutujewsky, at the mouth of the Neva, 
have been burning since two o’clock this after- 
noon. Several vessels in the river are also on 
fire. Atthe time the dispatch was sent it 
was impossible to estimate the amount of 
damage. M. Grigorieff’s warehouses and saw 
mills, most of tbe private houses@steam flour 
mill belonging .o the crowh, a chemical fae- 
tory, 2 bone mill and a cotton store with 3,000 
bales of cotton, have been destroyed. The 
loss so far is 1,590,000 roubles.

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AN OLD ROMANCE. 


One ef the Tocidents of New Orleans Life in the Long 
ago, to Whied Deshing Cbivairy and Woman's 
Love Created @ Startilag Sensation. 


From the New Orleans Times-Democrat, 

Yesterday, intently gazing intoa show win- 
dow on Canal street, a feeble, white-haired 
old gentleman recalled memories of a tragedy 
which, inthe burly burly of life, seems to 
have passed into oblivion. 

In isti, outside of the city proper, there 
was, perhaps, no more delightful place of 
resort than at the Bayou bridge It was par 
excellence the great suburban attraction at 
that time, and between boating parties on the 
waters of the bayou and card reunions over 
the tables of old Barleduc’s gambling saloon 
out there, the jeunesse doree of New Orleans 
of that day managed quite comfortably to 
while away many a leisure moment. Pos- 
sibly no two young men enjoyed the the 
guiet hospitality of Barledue more than A\l- 
phonse Riviere and Henri Delagrave; in fact, 
most of their afterneons were spent in the 
dimly lighted saloon of theold gamester, at 
whose shrine all the card-loving element of 
the city paid homage. 

Riviere was a dashing fellow of 22, with a 
large estate in the parish of St. James, enda 
round accountin the old Union bank. He 
had passed successfully through the Ecoie 
Poiyiechnique in France, had taken a bout 
in Algeria and returned to Louisiana as ac- 
complished and companionable a gentleman 
as one could wish te chat with. He was fond 
of his horses, his wine and a quiet game of 
cards. Refined in his manner and dignified 
in bis deportment, he was a warm favorite 
wherever he went, and his entry into old 
Barleduc’s establishment was always the sig. 
nal for a cordial greeting from all who might 
be present. 

On this particular June afternoon Riviere, 
with the acuivity of a gymnast, leaped from 
his buggy in front of the saloon, and throw- 
ing the reins to his negro.servant, told him to 
drive to the shade of the pecan trees in the 
yard. Switching a delicate, ivory-headed cane 
with a nervous, jerky motion, he crossed the 
broad gallery, and unannounced entered the 
gambling room. Most of the players were 
wrapped in attention to their game, but one 
there was who turned his head at the 
entrance of the last comer.

KILLED BY TH& CARS. 


Tem Andrews, a Carpenter, Killed by a Weat Point 
Train Sunday Morning 

The West Point passenger train which left 
Atlanta at one o’clock Saturday night knocked 
a white man named Tom Andrews from the 
track, near the pointat which the West Point 
and the East Tennessee roads cross, and inflict- 
ed injuries which resulted in Andrew’s 
death Sunday morning. As to the causes of 
the accident but little is known.

In addition to this internal injuries were sus- 
tained, and Sunday morning Andrews died. 
Coroner Hillburn held an inquest, at which 
it was ascertained that Andrews was drinkin 
heavily on Saturday night and left Tilley’s 
baron Peters street about midnight. It is 
supposed that he was walking dowu the track 
when the accident occurred. 


ARSON AND BURGLARY. 


Burglars Make a Raid on a Store and Fire the Placeto 
Hide Their Crime. 

Twenty minutes past one o’clock yesterday 
morning a dense volume of smoke was seen 
forcing its way from the grecery store of 
Heath & Broughton, 130 Decatur street. The 
man who discovered the fire at once gave the 
alarm by sounding box 42, at corner Decatur 
and Loyd streets, and before many seconds 
had elapsed, the department at full speed, 
went dashing to the scene of conflagration.

He recited 
the testimony showing the past good ch@rac- 
ter of Brightwell, and by the deep feeling 
manifested in his speech carried the crowd 
with him. Mr.Smith reviewed the evidence of 
the witnesses maintaining that the girl's 
character was not above reproach and after 
saying that he regretted the necessity of the 
statement he was forced, from the evidence 
adduced, tosay that the child’s character was 
not the purest in the world. In speaking up- 
on this point, Mr. Smith was forcible in his 
language and atthe same time respectful to 
the girl and her name, but as be made the as- 
sertion, Dr. Cook, the father of the girl, who 
was sitting a few feet from Mr. Smith, 
placed his hands upon the back of a chair, as 
though about.to rise, and, looking at Mr. 
Smith, said sharply: 

“It’s alie!”. The words were distinctly 
spoken, and were uttered at a pause in Mr. 
Smith’s remark, and were heard by the en- 
tire crowd. Quickly every eye was turned 
upon Mr. Smith, and almost before the 
words had left Dr.gCook’s lips Mr.Smith made 
a‘leap towards him, and before any ene could 
interfere planted his fist on Dr. Cook's fore- 
head. The scene at is juncture almost 
beggars description. Nearly every man in 
the courtroom jumped to his feet and cries of 
‘vo for him,” “shoot him,” ‘‘drag him out,” 
etc., were heard. But before’ either 
Dr. Cook or Mr. Smith could renew 
the difficulty Mr. Charles Hill sprang be- 
tween them and at the same time Officers 
Harris, Glower and Moon, who were in the 
room, drove back the crowd and quieted 
down what promised to be a row. 

As soon as order was restored Mr. Smith re- 
sumed his argument. He began by stating 
to the court and his brother attorneys that 
he regretted the difficulty but 
that he would not allow any 
one to insult him without resenting it.
